Eitel Friedrick Travelled 
20,000 Miles

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 10. 
—Germany auxiliary crulser Prinz 
Eltel Friedrich, under a commerce 
destroying cruise over the Pacific anc 
Atlantic oceans Which culminated In 
the sinking of an American sailing 
ahip in the South Atlantic, January 
28 last, limped into this port today 
and anchored for supplies and repairs 
She brought with her rescued crews 
and passengers of American, British, 
French and Russian ships, and lies at 
anchor tonight, proud of her trophies 
of war, but in a state of mechanical 
exhaustion from strain of a 30,000 
mile voyage. 

The cruiser began her scouting for 
enemy ships at Tsing Tau, China, last 
Noveinber, under Commander Thiere- 
chens, who admitted today sinking of 
eight merchant ships, three British, 
three French one Russian and on 
American, The sinking of the Am 
erican ship, the William P. Frye, & 
sailing vessel bound from Seattle to 
Queenstown with 5,200 tons of wheat 
most concerned American port offic- 
jals here. 

The cruiser has on board more than 
500 persons, 342 of the crew and par 
sengers of destroyed vessels, in addi- 
tion to her own crew of about 200, 
The French steamer Florida, the 
largest steamer sunk by the Bitel, car- 
ried 86 passengers and a crew of 78
